Mr. Argo is at present a resident of 
this city, but his business, that of teach- 
ing the art o( detecting counterfeit money, 
keeps him away from here the greater 
part of histime. He married Miss Brutt, 
daughter of Dr. M. Bratt, who formerly 
made his home in this place. Mr. Argo 
was placed under arrest at Portsmouth 
last week on the charge above stated. 
The deputy marshal of course thought be 
had a "sure thing" on bis prisoner. It 
transpires however that he was mistaken 
in his suspicions. Mr. Argo had hi: 
trial before the U. S. Commissioner at 
Portsmouth last Saturday ami was 
acquitted. The Commissioner, Nelson 
W. Lvans, in Ins decision says: 

"I find that there is no evidence ol 
criminal intent on the part of the 
defendant. That he is by occupation a 
teacher of the detection of counterfeit 
money and had when arrested, a con- 
siderable amount of it in his possession, 
in imitation of IJ. S. Treasury Notes, 
National Bank Notes, some silver and 
gold coin and old State Bank bills. That 
he held and used the same for no unlaw- 
ful purpose, hut for the purposes of teach- 
ing the detection of counterfeit money 
to any onedesiring his.8ervices. I there- 
fere found the defendant not guilty as 
chargod and discharged biiiK While 
tain charge upon its face relates only to 
counterfeit dollars I also examined the 
case so far as it related to the entire 
counterfeit money found in possession of 
defendant at the time of arrest and my 
findings as to all is that defendant was 
not in possession of it for any unlawful 
purpose."
